Th  re  has  recently  been  published  a  genealogy 
covering  this  family  and  her  brother  PRICE  in  and  around 
Me  a  ford  Ont.  This  genealogy  is  called  "The  ancestry  of  Harvey 
Dunn"  and  is  compiled  by  A  Mrs  Luedemann  and  published  by  the 
Pequot  Press  of  Old  Chester  Road, CHESTER  Conn,  price  20.00 
I  have  a  copy  and  must  say  that  it  is  a  very  well  written 
genealogy.  She  does  not  solve  the  mystery  of  Nathaniel  and 
Enoch  families  who  came  to  Mallory town. 

I  was  not  sure  that  you  were  still  at  Bath 
as  you  know  most  genealogical  searchers  are  mostly  elderly 
and  are  no  longer  with  us. 

I  was  informed  a  year  or  two  ago  that  Daniel 
v.ho  came  in  1734  and  married  Elizabeth  Randolph  was  buried  in 
Prince  Edv.ara  County  after  1840.
